May Bring Earth Heaven, Hell 



-It is not natural to be intoler- 
ant." *aid Dr. Arnold Look, presi- 
dent o: Ellis College, at a meeting 
of the Narberth Parent Teachers 
Association in the Narberth School 
Monday evening. 

••We don't come into the world 
with any feeling of intolerance. 
For example there isn't any reli- 
gious prejudice among babies. 
Thev learn it from their elders 
as thev grow older." he said. 

Dr. Look based his speech on 
the positive and negative elements 
of tolerance — as affecting our 
abilitv to get along peacefully 
with other nations and with our- 
selves. 

-Intolerance isn't safe any 
longer" he declared, -because in 
the first place we have nations 
competing for world supremacy. 
Russian in particular is the rising 
star of the world of tomorrow. 
She is better unified than we. and 
is definitely going places. Russia 
has no racial prejudices at all. 
And secondlv. the atom bomb will 
change our civilization. Because 
of it we now have two ways of life 
before us. the way of life and the 
wav of death." 

-Tolerance must be based on a 
faith in the people. We will l.ave 
to expand our education on a 
world basis very quickly. If we 
can educate our youngsters to be- 
lieve in the integrity of all people 
we may be able to get along with 
other nations. 

"Then too. we must have free- 
dom for all. Germany felt that 
there were more important things 
than freedom. First the Jews lost 
it. then the Protestants, then the 
Caholies. and finally all the free- 
doms went. We must have free- 
dom for all. or we aren't going to 
have it for anyone. 

-You don't make progress by 
eliminating problems but by de- 



veloping science to control the 
problems. Through the atom 
bomb science has given us the 
chance to make this world like 
heaven or hell and we can only 
hope that God will give us enough 
sense to choose the right way of 
life.

Approval of the tuition figures 
now being charged by the Lower 
Merion School District has been 
given by the State Department of 
Public Instruction. 

These are S175.99 for students 
attending the elementary schools 
from outside the School District; 
S191.93 for those attending the 
junior high schools and $189.41 for 
those attending senior high. 

Although these figures are ap- 
proximately $5 lower than they 
were for the 1944-45 school year 
they are considerable higher than 
what Narberth Borough children 
were paying to attend Lower Mer- 
ion schools last year. 

Up until this year by special 
agreement the Narberth School 
Board was paying only $125 for 
each of the students it sent to 
high schools in Lower Merion. 

Last Spring the Lower Merion 
school directors were advised that 
they would have to charge Nar-« 
berth Borough children the same 
tuition rate they applied to other 
outside students. This decision re- 
sulted in the Narberth Borough 
school directors raising their school 
tax rate.

The desig- 
nation was made after a closed- 
session conference with Dr. S. Ed- 
gar Downs, reemployment com- 
mitteeman of the Nafberth Se- 
lective Service Board, and Dr. J. 
Allen Rogers, reemployment com- 
mitteeman of the Bryn Mawr 
board. Commissioners appropri- 
ated $600 for expenses of the of- 
fice. 

Establishment of the center wa.s 
requested bv Henry Harman. rep- 
resenting 12 Main Line organiza- 
tions, and Frank Challenger, dep- 
uty district commander of the 
Montgomery County American Le- 
gion. Harman is a former com-

U. S. VETERANS BUREAU TO 
OPEN 69TH STREET BRANCH 



The U. S. Veterans' Administration soon will establish a branch of- 
fice in the 69th Street section of Upper Darby to serve veterans residing 
in Delaware. Montgomery and Chester Counties. 

Pians for the new branch were announced yesterday by Harry Cros- 
son. KeRional Manager of the Veterans" Administration, who said the 
office will offer veterans in this area all the facilities now available in 
Philadelphia 

tiie office. Crosson said, will be located in the Terminal Motors 
Buikiit'R. approximately one block from the 69th Street Terminal. 

Although no opening date has been set. Crosson said VA officials 
hope to have the oiriee in operation by January 1. He said plans for al- 
terations are now underway in the Federal Building Agency, which leased 
tiie building for the Veterans' Administration. The alterations will re- 
quire a-iout 45 days before the building will be ready for occupancy. 

Ti'c office will be staffed by approximxately 15b workers and will in- 
clude rehabilitation, claims, adjudication, medical and legal departments. 

'All facilities now provided to veterans of the three-county area in 
tlii Philadelphia office will be available in the Upper Darby office," Cros- 
son sa'd. 

'Establishment of this new office will eliminate a great deal of travel 
foi veieraus in Delaware. Montgomery and Chester Counties who are 
now required to come to Philadelphia to obtain the services of the Vete- 
rans' Administration." 

Crosson estimated that the new office will reduce the caseload in 
the regional headquarters in the Customs House, Second and Chestnut 
Sts.. by approximately 35 per cent. 

"A recent studv disclosed that a large number of the veterans filing 
claims and having other business with the main offices come from the 
suburban communities." he said. "After considering the matter care- 
fully, we decided that the most logical location for the branch office would 
be in the 6Dtb Street section, since all high speed trolley and bus lines 
from the various Main Line communities come into the 69th St. Ter- 
minal.' 

A iiir.lar branch office also may be established in Norristown soon. 
Crosson said

Last Spring. Mr. Anderson accepted a very fine position at his alma 
mater, Lafayette College. His basketball coaching has been given to Mr. 
Robinson; his classes in Physical Education are being conducted by Mr. 
Spealler, both of them well trained men. The title "Director of Physical 
Education" nas not been given to anyone, but the work is being given 
mostly to Mr. Pearce. who help the coaches with schedules, checks the 
incoming equipment and represents the school at the meetmgs of the 
Suburban League. 

There has been no change in regard to sports or physical education 
unless it is an ever-present desire to have more and better physical 
education and athletics, with participation by still larger number of 
pupils. There is no reduction in buying equipment for our teams. Foot- 
ball alone has cost $1,200.00 this Fall.

This notice was signed by Ber- 
nard J. Hui'tjadon. president, and 
J tunes J. CostfcHo, recording secre- 
tary of the local CIO group. 

Late Wednesday afternoon the 
management through Robert P. 
Wood, advertising manager, issued 
the following statement: 

"The negotiating of a contract 
with our local union is an annual 
procedure at the Autooar plant 
and has always progressed to an 
amicable agreement. Those nego- 
tiations have been underway here 
since August when the present con- 
tract expired. The old contract is.

Those Old Canals 

Along many of Pennsylvania's 
busiest Highways are still to be 
seen the old canal cuttings which 
represent one of the greatest engi- 
neering feats ever undertaken by 
anv government in the world. Be- 
tween and 1820 and 1840 the Gen- 
eral Assembly authorized and 
carried through the construction 
of a State-wide transportation 
system. At the time this under- 
taking was begun the population 
of the Commonwealth was approx- 
imately 1.000.000 people. 

The Pennsylvania State Works, 
begun in 1821. involved the digging 
with pick and shovel and trans- 
porting with wheelbarrow, the only 
engineering tools available a cen- 
tury and a quarter ago, of more 
than 600.000.000 cubic feet of 
earth. On its completion the sys- 
tem included 790 miles of canals 
and 117 miles of railroad line. 

These canals and rail lines 
formed a network of spurs and 
feeders stretching across the State. 
They provided transportation to 
the eastern cities of the products 
of mines, farms, and forests and 
provided the first means for the 
movement west to Pittsburgh and 
Erie of the heavy freight from 
eastern iron and steel planus and 
the foreign products from the port 
of Philadelphia which made possi- 
ble the rapid development of our 
western cities. 

On the completion of this sys- 
tem a passenger could embark in 
downtown Philadelphia and arrive 
in Pittsburgh within five days, a 
breathtaking speed to travelers 
used to the delays and discomforts 
of wagon and stagecoach. Charles 
Dickens. Captain Maryatt. and 
Frances Trollop have left vivid 
records of travel along these old 
canal routes, some of which re- 
mained in active use for nearly 
a hundred years. 

The railroads eventually replaced 
most of these waterways which are 
now peaceful pastures, or form the 
line of modern highways and rail- 
roads. The Delaware and Lehigh 
Canal is being developed as a 
unit of the State Parks System 
and forms a valuable addition to 
our recreational facilities. 

Pennsylvanians of today who 
can boast of the most extensive 
modern highway system in Amer- 
ica still owe a great debt for 
the development of the State's 
industry and transportation to the 
prodigious industry of a time when 
the State's population and re- 
sources were scarcely one-tehth of 
those of 1945.
